Judge Hole Holds That It Is Not a 
Deputy Sheriff's Duty to Furnish 
Evidence to the Grand Jury— Inter- 
esting Slot Machine Case.

Deputy Sheriff Lawrence Allison is 
now an entirely free man. Judge Hole 
sustained a demurrer to the indict­ 
ment against him for soliciting bribes. 
However, the court has ordered that 
a special grand jury be impaneled to 
consider the charges against Allison 
and any other matters that may prop­ 
erly come L>efore it. 
Judge Hole this morning, in a de­ 
cision which attorneys consider most 
able. ruled against the motion 
to 
quash the 
indictment, but sustained 
a demurrer to the substance of the 
indictment on the ground that it is 
no part of the duty of the sheriff or 
his deputies to furnish evidence to 
the grand jury as to he commission 
of crime. 
Allison could now be reinstated as 
deputy, if the sheriff should choose, 
although it is thought likely that the 
special grand jury will indict him for 
blackmailing. 
His attorneys consider 
that they have won a point which will 
place him in a better light, before the 
people and before the jury that will 
pass on his case.

The instruc­ 
tions whieh I give must be heeded and 
carried out to the letter. 
It will be 
your duty to keep a vigilant watch 
for violators of the law, apd when 
one is found I command you to make 
the arrest without the least hesitation. 
It will not be necessary for you to 
apply for a warrant. 
You make the 
arrest and I will do the rest. 
"The streets of this city are, and 
always have been, an eyesore to the 
public, and I mean to do all within 
my power hereafter to have *th em 
present a different aspect. The mer­ 
chants to a degree are responsible for 
the condition of the principal streets, 
and they are the people I want you 
to watch, 
lf at any time you see a 
pile of paper, excelsior or boxes on 
the pavement in front of a business 
house, you must immediately notify 
the merchant to have it removed, and 
if he refuses, lock him up. 
“The gentleman who. have dodgers 
scattered over the city J want you to 
watch also. 
If the distributor places 
the bill undpr the doors let him con­ 
tinue. but if he crowds it between the 
knob and the doorway, or is seen to 
drop it on the streets, arrest him at 
once. 
“There must be a stop to this work, 
and the only way to do it will be to 
arrest tile perpetrators when caught 
in the act. 
The rule of the policemen that no 
drunken man who is not harming any 
one in particular shall be locked up 
I w'ant abolished, and hereafter 
on 
Sunday you are ordered to arrest ev­ 
ery man found intoxicated on 
the 
streets. 
It 
makes 
no 
difference 
whether he is harming any one or 
not; arrest him and I think it will 
have the desired effect. 
It is an ab­ 
solute shame that the respectable, law- 
abiding citizens have been compelled 
to witness the actions of 
drunken 
mon on Sunday, the sacred day of the 
w'eek. and if a few arrests aw* made 
the conditions will change.’’ 
Mayor Davidson will most certainly

so plainly desired by him will result 
in the city being practically cleaned 
from both rubbish and crime.

About a year and a half ago the water 
works department employed a man 
whose sole duty it was to look after 
water mains, detecting leaks, constant­ 
ly running hydrants and broken w’ater 
pipes in toilet rooms. 
There has been so much other work 
it the disposal of the department that 
the old Inspector has been kept quite 
busy in other lines of 
w'ork, 
until 
now there is an actual need for his 
services: at least, in the opinion of 
ihe water works officials 
The Inspec­ 
tor is to be recalled from his present 
lalKir, and ’the lady of 
the 
house’’ 
need not be alarmed if some morning 
man calls at her house and states 
that there is a leak in the water sys­ 
tem and that it will have to be re­ 
paired at onee. 
The order will 
be 
imperative, and that will be all there 
is to it. 
In this manner the water 
department expects 
to 
curtail 
the 
wilful waste of water, and its decis­ 
ion will be sure to prov** a success. 
The pumps at the 
pump 
station 
have been working night 
and day 
ever since the last flood, never stop­ 
ping. and yet 
the department 
has 
been unable to keep the small reser­ 
voir as full of water as it desires. The 
two small pumps have been worked 
only in a ease of necessity, but they 
are liable to be brought into action 
any time, as something may go wrong 
with pumps 3 and 4. 
All four pumps will lie worked with­ 
in a few weeks. 
It is the intention 
of the department to commence to 
fill th** new basin within the next 
three weeks, and in order that this 
may be done, all the pumps will have 
to be started. 
Although this 
will 
cause an immense amount of water 
to be forced up the MIK It Is thought 
that it will require not less than a 
week or IO days to fill the new basin, 
and at the same 
time keep a good 
supply of water in the old reservoir. 
After the new’ basin is Ailed It Is 
stated that 
only two pumps will be 
worked, as the water these produce 
would be sufficient to keep both ba 
sins full. 
If there were not so much 
waste of water, there would be less 
expense at the pump station, as only 
one pump would need to be operated 
during the night. 
One of the pumps 
could be given a rest, something that 
all machinery requires. 
At the rate 
water is now consumed In this city 
there is no loss than 2,225,000 gallons 
pumped into 
the 
reservoir 
daily 
which is much more than a year ago 
In order to reduce this consumption 
a water department inspector will be 
called upon. 
One m atter that is occupying the 
attention of the department more than 
any other Just at this time is the com 
pletlon of the 
new 
reservoir. The 
crack has bees repaired and is said 
to be stronger than ever. 
The walls 
have all been gone over, and atten 
tion is now being given to the bot­ 
tom of the new basin. 
The 
frost 
caused some of the concrete to peel 
oft’. 
All this scale has been scraped 
off and another layer of concrete is 
being laid. 
After this has been 
a1 
lowed to dry for a period the water 
will be turned into the basin and the 
pumps kept working constantly until 
both basins are filled. 
When the new 
basin 
has 
been 
found to work satisfactorily, the wat 
cr will be drained from the old basin, 
which will be given a thorough clean­ 
ing 
Following th** suggestion of the 
expert engineer who was called to th** 
( itv by the department after th** break 
in (he new basin occurred, a 
thick 
bottom and wall of c o n c r e t e will be* 
placed In it. 
This will make the* old 
basin much stronger titan lr is now.

the condition of the 
principal streets, 
and they are the people I want you 
to watch, 
lf at any time you see a 
pile of paper, excelsior or boxes on 
the pavement in front of a business 
house, you must immediately notify 
the merchant to have it removed, and 
if he refuses, lock him up. 
"The gentlemen who have dodgers 
scattered over the city I want you to 
watch also, 
lf the distributor places 
the bill undpr the doors let him con­ 
tinue, but if he crowds it between the 
knob and the doorway, or is seen to 
drop it on the streets, arrest him at 
once. 
“There must be a stop to this work, 
and the only way to do it will be to 
arrest the perpetrators w'hen caught 
in the act. 
The rule of the policemen that no 
drunken man who is not harming any 
one in particular shall be locked up 
I w7ant abolished, and hereafter 
on 
Sunday you are ordered to arrest ev­ 
ery man found intoxicated on

not; arrest him and I think it will

the desired effect. 
It is an ab­ 
solute shame that the respectable, law­

Water Works Department Will In* 
quire Closely into Waste 
of Water. 


PLANS FOR! THE FUTURE 


Expectation That the New Rerervoir 
W ill Soin Be Ready to Receive a 
Supply— Need of New Pump A rd 
Other improvements. 


The inspector is coming, and it may 


be that he will cause you a lot of in ­ 


convenience and probably a little ex­ 


pense. 
This is on account of waste of wat­ 
er. a matter that has troubled the 
water works 
trustees 
for 
months. 
About a year and a half ago the water 
w’orks 
department employed a man 
whose sole duty it was to look after 
water mains, detecting leaks, constant­ 
ly running hydrants and broken water 
pipes in toilet rooms. 
There has been so much other work 
at the disposal of the department that 
the obi inspector has been kept quite 
busy in other lines of 
work, 
until 
now there is an actual need for his 
services: at least, in the opinion of 
the water works officials 
Tho inspec­ 
tor is to bo recalled from his present 
labor, and "the lady of 
the 
house’’ 
need not be alarmed if some morning 
a man calls at her house and states 
that there is a leak in the water sys­ 
tem and that it will have to be re­ 
paired at once. 
The order will 
be 
imperative, and that w ill be all there 
is to it. 
In 
this manner the water 
department expect* 
to 
curtail 
the 
wilful waste of water, and its doris- 
t 
Ion w ill be sure to prove a success. 
The pumps at the 
pump 
station 
have been working night 
and day 
ever since the last flood, never stop­ 
ping. and yet 
the department 
has 
been unable to keep the small reser­ 
voir as full of water as it desires. The 
wo small pumps have been worked 
only in a ease of necessity, but they 
are lia lilt' to be brought into action 
any time, as something may go wrong 
with pumps 3 and 4. 
All four pumps will be worked with­ 
in a few weeks. 
It is the intention 
of the department to commence to 
fill the new basin within the next 
hree weeks, and in order that this 
may be done, all the pumps will have 
to be started. 
Although this 
will 
cause an Immense amount, of water 
to be forced up the MU* it is thought 
that it w ill require not less than a 
week or IO days to fill the new basin, 
and at the same 
time keep a good 
supply of water in the old reservoir. 
A fter the new’ basin is filled it is 
stated that 
only two pumps w ill be 
worked, as the water these produce 
would be sufficient to keep both ba­ 
sins full. 
If there were not so much 
waste of water, there would lie less 
expense at the pump station, as only 
one pump would need to be operated 
luring the night. 
One of the pumps 
could lie given a rest, something that 
all machinery requires. 
A t the rate 
water is now consumed In this 
city, 
there is no less than 2,225,000 gallons 
pumped into 
the 
reservoir 
daily, 
which is much more than a year ago. 
In order to reduce this consumption 
a water department inspector will be 
ailed upon. 
One m atter that is occupying the 
attention of the department more than 
any other just at this time is the com­ 
pletion of the 
new 
reservoir. 
The 
crack has been repaired and is said 
to be stronger than ever. 
The walls 
have all been gone over, and atten­ 
tion is now being given to the bot­ 
tom of the new basin. 
The 
frost 
caused some of the concrete to peel 
off. 
All this scale has been scraped 
off ami another layer of concrete is 
boing laid. 
A fter this has been 
al­ 
lowed to dry for a period the water 
will be turned into th" basin and the 
pumps kept working constantly until 
both basins are filled. 
When the new 
basin 
has 
been 
found to work satisfactorily, the wat­ 
er will be drained from the old basin, 
which will be given a thorough clean 
ing

tions to Mr. Day and Mr. Betha, Unit­ 
ed States 
attorney at Chicago, on 
April 7, to prosecute simultaneously 
in Chicago and the cast, a more par­ 
ticular examination into the allega­ 
tions. and proofs alleged to exist in 
support thereof. 
From their reports 
I am satisfied that sufficient evidence 
is in hand upon which bills in equity 
for an Injunction can be framed to 
restrain tho combination mentioned 
from further proceeding under their 
agreements, which clearly appear to 
lxi in restraint of interstate trade.

en place, but a I >40 as maker* of liter­ 
a tu r e . 
The gradual growth iowa: J 
Midi achievement from the diaries 
ti ml annals of colony times had cul­ 
minated Iii the “History of the Province of Massachusetts Key,” by Hutch­ 
inson, the last of Its governors. With the new’ nation and the nineteenth cen­ 
tury a new historical method a lta r e d . Its pioneer was Jared Sparks, a man 
whose usefulness and ability arc In danger of being overlooked arend the 
greater accomplishment* which distinguished his successors. 
Ills upward career is illustrative of the enterprising times in which lie 
lived. A C’onnfctlcut fumier boy of twelve at tile incoming of the century, 
he became a miller, schoolmaster, college tutor, editor of The North American 
Review, rnitariun minister, chaplain of the house of representatives, professor 
of history and finally president of Harvard. On his way to this eminence and 
while writing controversial and biographical essays lie had in view a plan to 
publish the writings of George Washington, including ids correspondence, 
addresses, messages and other papers, adding an account o f his life. It was 
the first systematic* attempt to present in a readable form tin* original sources 
of history. They were already beginning to be scattered far and wide, so lur 
as his subject was concerned. 
Home of the most valuable were jealously 
guarded by their possessors. Long Journeys had to !><■ made .ti this country 
aud diligent research pursued In other lands. Despite innumerable difficulties 
and hindrances, he brought out a monumental work in twelve volumes be­ 
tween I834 and 1837. Meantime lie edited the “Diplomatic <’orrespondenee of 
the American Revolution" and the “Life of Gouverneur Morris;” also he was 
the editor of twenty-five volumes of the “Library of American Biography,” 
writing several of the lives himself. 
Later he published the “Works of Benjamin Franklin” in ten volumes and 
finally four volumes of tile “(’orrespondenee of the American Revolution.” 
looking backward to the peril si of historical beginning, this writer appears 
as the reseller of materials which were ready to perish, lie also furnished an 
example of simple aud clear treatment of documents written by many bauds 
with every diversity of motive and style. If he saw graces where others have 
seen defects, It may be to Ii in credit. Besides, the critical method in historical 
composition win not yet In full force. 
It is enough for one man to collect 
material and to lay IVululations. These labors are sometimes forgotten when 
the sui' 
>e is built and adorned. 
G< 
:croft was his immediate successor in the field of American his­ 
tory 
first historian of tin* period to cover lite entire ground of colonial 
af 
ilie beginning of the nation down to ITM!*. For this undertaking he 
ha 
admirable preparation. Graduating from Harvard in INN;, he spent 
fix i , ..in k’i Germany in .the study of European literature, philosophy and 
history under the foremost scholars of the age. 
After ii year in Harvard as Instructor lie established a school on Round 
Hill, In Northampton, bi connection with Dr. Cogswell, somewhat after tile 
model of the German gymnasia. Foreign teachers were employed, and com­ 
modious houses were built on one of the most delightful sites in the region. 
Students came from far and near. For seven years 182”*-.'IO—the school con­ 
tinued to give the best and broadest preparation for college. Gymnastic exer­ 
cises were maintained long before they were Introduced in other schools and 
colleges. But the Round Hill school was in advance of Its age and could fur­ 
nish a better preparatory course than tile average student needed to enter the 
colleges of that day. For this reason and ut liers it was discontinued. 
It was while he was one of the principals of this school Hint Bancroft 
began his “History of the United States” by collecting materials for subse­ 
quent writing. Iii 1834 the first volume appeared. The next year he removed 
to Springfield for a stay of three years, In which he finished the second vol­ 
ume, when he was appointed collector of the port of Boston. The third vol­ 
ume was Issued In 1840. Then followed a period of research in New York 
while Massachusetts Democracy was trying to elect him governor, as Hie 
party had before elected him representative to the general court, a position 
which he declined. In 1845 he was appointed secretary of the navy. 
Here, 
agaiu, hts interest Iii education resulted in the establishment of a naval school 
at Annapolis to correspond to tile military school at West Point. 
The next 
year found him minister plenipotentiary at the court of St. James, a position 
which enabled him to pursue his investigations in American history. 
The 
results appeared after his return home, when, in 1852, the fifth and sixth vol­ 
umes appeared aud another two years later ami the final volume iii 1858. 
The entire work w as an achievement of which the nation was justly proud. 
It was not only broadly national and unprovincial, but worldwide in its scope, 
dealing with European questions in their relation to a people gathered from 
every quarter of the old world. A man of narrower education could not nave 
written such a history. 
He traced causes and connecting lines across the 
ocean which his colonial predecessors turned up to the clouds and called spe­ 
cial and wonderful dispensations of Providence. He showed that they had 
their origin In events which were already a part of European history and that 
emigrants had brought with them from over the Atlantic the seeds of revolu­ 
tion aud of empire. In this wide outlook he was a leader of the recent and 
larger method of historical composition, which many have since followed to 
the great advantage of their readers. All delight to have causes of events 
pointed out, uud the more remote the cause the greater the pleasure in its dis­ 
covery. 
As literature Bancroft’s history is the production of an industrious and 
conscientious writer. Til® fact and what he deemed its bearing are of more 
consequence than its presentation, provided this be clear and. if necessary, 
forcible. 
Probably a sense of the magnitude and dignity of his task was 
alw’ays before him. Then tin* character of the man. ids inheritance from a 
Puritan past and the severe stateliness which prevailed in high places far into 
the century may account for a prevailing sobriety which sometimes suggests 
monotony. 
There are interesting passages which the reader will find for 
himself in the table of contents with the expectation of picturesque treatment. 
He must lie content if they are accurate ami fair and not overdrawn to sup­ 
port a theory. After all, it was best that our earliest historian wrote in this 
way rather than as a romancer. The subject Itself was of interest to a people 
whose tastes were simple and appetite for Information keen, as yet unspoiled 
by spiced literature. They read tin* volumes with eagerness as they appeared. 
Edition after edition was called for in this and other countries. The work 
was phenomenal then and still remains a standard which will not easily be 
supplanted. He is still w ithout a rival In his chosen field. 
His voluminous history will be read through in course by few, but there 
are topics In the table of contents which will interest all students of our early 
and later colonial life for example, “The Mayflower,” “Pilgrims,” “Red Men.” 
“Annapolis,” “Si. Augustine,” “Stamp Tax,” “Samuel Adams,” “Washing­ 
ton,” “Cabal of Conway,” “Independence of the United States.” The treat­ 
ment of other topics will be found equally valuable according to the interest 
of each reader. 
Three years after the publication of the first volume of Bancroft’s history 
another phase of historical composition appeared in the “History of the Reign 
of Ferdinand and Isaln'lla the Catholic,” by William Hickling I‘re scott. When 
readers had turned a few leaves, they felt they had struck something more 
than history. If the record had been less faithful to fact, it Is likely they would 
have read on aud on. charmed with the w ay the story was told. Inquiry about 
the author found him a Salem boy till twelve, then living in Boston, graduated 
from Harvard in 1814. with vision impaired for a lifetime by a crust of bread 
thrown In a students’ frolic. After two years of travel he settled in Boston 
and at the age of twenty-five began the study of ancient and modern literature 
and six years later of Spanish history and literature with special reference to 
the work of subsequent years. 
After ten years of preparation and ten more spent in composing he com­ 
pleted his first undertaking at the age of forty. He had an immediate rew ard 
in the enthusiastic reception that was given it. The long and laborious years 
had not been passed In vain. Readers dropped their novels to follow’ the more 
Interesting details of Spanish adventure In a period full of romance. The dif­ 
ferent kingdoms of Spain had been united under one monarchy, which was 
now devising vast enterprises of discovery and conquest in a hemisphere 
whose existence had been unsuspected before the voyage of Columbus. Tile 
establishment of the inquisition, the invasion by the Moors, the W ar of Gra 
uada and toe Italian wars, the treatment of Columbus, the Spanish colonial 
policy, the character e the sovereigns, the administration of Cardinal Xirne 
nee, are topics which were treated in a style corresponding to their Interest. 
It was an age of barbaric splendor, of chivalric deeds and daring enterprises. 
sob themes could not be treated coldly, however exactly and truthfully, 
were Inspiring to the imagination. Consequently the account of them

It was 
the first systematic attempt to present Iii a readable form the original sources 
of history. They were already beginning to he scattered far and wide, so tar 
as his subject was concerned. 
Some of the most valuable wore jealously 
guarded by their possessors. 
Long Journeys had to he made in this country 
aud diligent research pursued iii other lands. Iiespite innumerable difficulties 
and hindrances, he brought out a monumental work in twelve volumes be­ 
tween I SJM and 1837. Meantime lie edited the "I dplomatie Correspondence of 
the American Revolution" and the "Life of Gouverneur Morris;" also lie was 
the editor of twenty-live volumes of the "Library of American Biography," 
writing several of the lives himself. 
Later he published the "Works of Benjamin Franklin" Iii ten volumes and 
finally four volumes of the "Correspondence of the American Revolution." 
Looking backward to the period of historical beginning, this writer appears 
as the rescuer of materials which were ready to perish. He also furnished an 
example of simple and clear treatment of documents written by many hands 
with every diversity of motive and style. If he saw graces where others have 
seen defects. It may Is* to his credit.

I lie beginning of the nation down to 1789. For this undertaking he 
• admirable preparation, Graduating from Harvard iii 1HIU, he spent 
.ira »i (formally in ,the study of Fiiropenn literature, philosophy and 
history under the foremost scholars of the age. 
After a year In Harvard as instructor lie established a school on Round 
Hill, la Northampton, Iii connection with Dr. Cogswell, somewhat after the 
model of the Herman gymnasia. 
Foreign teachers were employed, and com­ 
modious houses were built on one of the most delightful sites in the region. 
Students came from far and near. 
For seven years 1823-30— the school con­ 
tinued to give the best and broadest preparation for college, (iymnustic exer­ 
cises were maintained long before they were introduced In other schools and 
colleges. But the Bound HIU school was in advance of its age and could fur­ 
nish a better preparatory course than the average student needed to enter the 
colleges of that day, For this reason and others It was discontinued. 
It wus while lie was one of the principals of this school that Bancroft 
began his "History of the I ’tilted States" by collecting materials for subse­ 
quent writing. 
In 1X54 the first volume appeared. The next year he removed 
to Springfield for a stay of three years, in which he finished the second vol­ 
ume, when ho was appointed collector of the port of Boston. 
The third vol­ 
ume was Issued In 1840. 
Then followed a period of research in New York 
while Massachusetts Democracy was trying to elect him governor, as tho 
party had before elected him representative to the general court, u posit Iou 
which he declined. In 1845 he was appointed secretary of the navy. 
Here, 
aguilt, his lutenist iii education resulted In the establishment of a naval school 
at Annapolis to correspond to the military school at West Point. 
The next 
year found him minister plenipotentiary at the court of St. .lames, a position 
which enabled Ulm to pursue bis investigations iii American history. 
The 
results appeared after bis return home, when, in 1852, the fifth and sixth vol­ 
umes appeared and another two years later and the final volume lu .1858. 
The entire work was an achievement of which the nation was justly proud. 
It was not only broadly national and unprovincial, but worldwide In Its scope, 
dealing with European questions Iii their relation to a people gathered from 
every quarter of the old world. A man of narrower education could not nave 
written such a history. 
He traced causes and connecting lines across the 
ocean which his colonial predecessors turned up to the clouds and called spe­ 
cial and wonderful dispensations of Providence. 
Ile showed that they had 
their origin in events which were already a part of European history and that 
emigrants had brought with them from over the Atlantie the seeds of resolu­ 
tion aud of empire. 
Iii this wide outlook ho was a leader of the recent and 
larger method of historical composition, which many have since followed to 
the great advantage of their readers. 
All delight to have causes of events 
pointed out, uud the more remote the cause the greater the pleasure in its dis­ 
covery. 
As literature Bancroft’s history is the production of an industrious and 
conscientious writer. The fact and what he deemed its bearing are of more 
consequence than its presentation, provided this be clear aud, if necessary, 
forcible. 
Probably a sense of the magnitude and dignity of his task was 
ahvays before him. Then the character of the man. his inheritance from a 
Puritan past and the severe stateliness which prevailed in high places far into 
the century may account for a prevailing sobriety which sometimes suggests 
monotony. 
There are interesting passages which the reader will find for 
himself in the table of contents with the expectation of picturesque treatment. 
He must be content if they are accurate and fair and not overdrawn to sup­ 
port a theory. After all, it was best that our earliest historian wrote in this 
W’ay rather than as a romancer. The subject itself was of interest to a people 
whose tastes were simple and appetite for Information keen, as yet unspoiled 
by spiced literature. They read the volumes with eagerness as they appeared. 
Edition after edition was called for in this and other countries. 
The work 
was phenomenal then and still remains a standard which will not easily be 
supplanted. He is still without a rival in his chosen field. 
His voluminous history will be read through in course by few, but there 
arc topics in the table of contents which will interest nil students of our early 
and later colonial life for example, “The Mayflower,’* "Pilgrims,” "Bed Men," 
"Annapolis,” "St. Augustine," "Stamp Tax," “Samuel Adams," "Washing* 
ton," "Cabal of Conway,” "Independence of the United States." 
The treat­ 
ment of other topics will be found equally valuable according to the Interest 
of each reader. 
Three years after the publication of the first volume of Bancroft’s history 
another phase of historical composition appeared in the "History of tile Reign 
of Ferdinand and Isabella the Catholic," by William buckling Prescott. When 
readers had turned a few leaves, they felt they had struck something more 
thau history. If the record had been less faithful to fact, it is likely they would 
have read on and on, charmed with the way the story w as told. Inquiry about 
the author found him a Salem boy till twelve, then living in Boston, graduated 
from Harvard in 1814, w ith vision impaired for a lifetime by a crust of bread 
thrown in a students’ frolic. 
After two years of travel be settled In Bostou 
aud at the age of twenty-flve began the study of ancient and modern literature 
and six years later of Spanish history and literature with special reference to 
the work of subsequent years. 
After ten years of preparation and ten more spent in composing he com­ 
pleted his first undertaking at the age of forty. He had an immediate reward 
In the enthusiastic reception that was given it. The long and laborious years 
had not been passed in vain. Headers dropped their novels to follow' the more 
Interesting details of Spanish adventure in a period full of romance. The dif­ 
ferent kingdoms of Spain bad been united under one monarchy, which was 
now devising vast enterprises of discovery and conquest in a hemisphere 
whose existence had been unsuspected before the voyage of Columbus.

establishment of tile inquisition, the invasion by the Moors, the W ar of Gra­ 
nada ami the Italian wars. the treatment of Columbus, the Spanish colonial 
policy, the character c the sovereigns, the administration of Cardinal Xirne- 
nes, are topics which w ere treated in a style corresponding to their interest. 
It was an age of barbaric splendor, of chivalric deeds and daring enterprises. 
Such themes could not be treat in I coldly, however exactly and truthfully. 
They were inspiring to the imagination. Consequently the account of th e m .

&ad any idea of, und the executive 
board has lost little time in laying the 
foundations for ♦be erection of tho in 
Btitution. 
Ther® are seven men on 
this committee, as follows: Dr. Oil 
man, president; Charles D. Walcott, 
eecretnry; Ellhu Hoot, 8. Weir Mitch 
ell, Dr. John 8. Billings, Abram S 
Hewitt and Carroll D. Wright. 
The first interest money on Mr. Car 
negie’s princely gift of $10,000,000 will 
not be ready until Aug. I, but it is 
likely that long before that time ex 
perts lo various lines of scientific work 
.will be engaged in Important research­ 
es under the direction of the Carnegie 
Institution. 
Much curiosity has been expressed 
regarding the way in which the inst I 
tution will be started, when students 
Swill lie admitted, buildings erected 
etc. 
It may be said that the iiistitu 
tion is already established, there lie 
lng a president and other executive of 
fleers, as well as an executive commit 
tee and a board of trustees. Its growth 
(Will lie gradual and somewhat on the 
following lines: 
As suggestions are submitted for 
lines of work they will lie referred lo 
the proper subcommittees.

stance, a reputable physician who is 
recognised as an authority on tuber­ 
culosis may ask for assistance in carry 
tug out some experiments for the euro 
of this disease, not liavltig funds of ids 
own for the work.

Europe affords. 
The foliage and the 
flowers are abundant and beautiful, 
and in the rural districts the people 
ire picturesque in manners, customs 
and dress. Their habits and social life 
have not been affected by what we call 
the advances of modern civilization. 
In 
public conveniences, 
however, 
Greece is still far behind the times. 
Athens is the only place where the ho­ 
tels aire tolerable, and travelers who go 
into Hie interior must take their own 
provisions and bedding. 
Even those 
who make little excursions by carriage 
for at single day in the neighborhood of 
Athens must carry a lunch basket, be­ 
cause tho inns are primitive and filthy. 
Railway facilities are limited. 
With 
a few exceptions the roads are bad, 
tu t they are gradually improving, and 
most of the centers of great interest to 
tourists may now be reached by car 
riage. Only a few years ago travelers 
had to go on horseback or on foot, ss 
they do in the Holy Land. Even now 
those who visit some of the moat inter­ 
esting places have to put up with dis 
comforts, inconveniences and a good 
deal of dirt and bad smells, although 
they are fully repaid.—Chicago Record 
Herald.

ness and a color that no other part of 
Europe affords. 
The foliage and the 
dowers are abundant and beautiful, 
nod in the rural districts tin* people 
an* picturesque in manner*, customs 
and dress. Their habits aud social life 
have not bern affected by what we cull 
the advances of modern civilisation.

public 
conveniences, 
however, 
Greece Is still far behind the times. 
Athens Ik the only place where the ho­ 
tels are tolerable, and traveler* who go 
Into the interior must take their own 
provisions and tedding. 
Even those 
who make little excursions by carriage 
for a single day in tin* neighborhood of 
Athens must carry a lunch basket, be* 
cause tin* inns are primitive and tilt lay.

but they are gradually improving, aud 
most Of the centers of great i/it* rest to 
tourists may now la* reached by car­ 
riage. 
Duly a few years ago travelers 
laid to go on horseback or on foot, ss 
they do la the Holy Land. 
Even now 
those who visit some of the moat inter­ 
esting places have to put up With dis 
comforts, inconveniences and a good 
deal of dirt and bad smells, although 
they are fully repaid.—Chicago Record 
Herald.
